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ABMY GOES HDGH TECH 

The foot soldier of the future may soon 
carry a computer the size of a cigarette 
pack which could pinpoint the locations of 
enemy troops and weapons systems. The Army 
has awarded a contract to study the 
possibility of a small high-speed 
computer. The effectiveness of high tech 
weapons in the Gulf war has inspired this 
new weapon for the soldier in the field. 
The one pound computer, available in 1995, 
would have some of the advanced 
communications and graphics capabilities 
found in fighter aircraft, tanks am other 
sophisticated weapons systems. The 
computer would include a pocket-size, 
battery-operated processing unit; a radio 
capable of transmitting voice and 
information messages; a heads-up display 
mounted to a helmet or worn as glasses to 
project an image; a hand-held device that 
would work like a computer mouse; and an 
integrated system allowing soldiers to 
pinpoint their exact location!
